It seems useful to let you know that there are fairly v/ell 
informed people v/ho have considerable doubt about the effectiveness 
of a dominantly militaiy a.pproach to totalitarian governments. 


The story quotes you as saying, "¥e are for peace, too, I don’t 
v/ant any more wars." I share that viewpoint completely, and I 
hope sincerely that you, and other responsible government officials, 
W'lll make every effort to communicate v/ith groups and individuals 
who share your goals.
